' Much Activity in War Zone 


LONDON, FEB 20.—The chief interest in Avar circles was cen- 


tered tonight in the reported bombardment by an allied fleet of the 
forts which guard the Dardanelles. In addition, London is anxiously 
awaiting news of the forward movement of the allies on the Franco- 
Belgian front and the German blockade of the British coast. 


1 Hope to Drive Out Germans 


PARIS, FEB. 20.—The Avar office announced tonight that sub- 


stantial progress is being made in the new offensive of the allied 
armies, which has been inaugurated in the hope of finally driving the 
German forces from France and Belgium. It is stated that the Teu- 
tons have abandoned their efforts to penetrate the French lines in 
the Argonnc district but in the north, the day was marked by a num- 
ber of fierce attacks, which, hoAvever, were repulsed. 


Berlin, Still Optomistic 


BERLIN, FEB. 20.—With the exception of infantry attacks by 


ihe Germans in the Ypres region, only artillery engagements maiked 
the day in the western theatre. In the eastern zone, the unfavorable 


AA eather prevented any activities of importance. In the Carpathians, 
the Austro-German forces continue to push hack the retreating Rus- 
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sians . 


Wilhelmina to Prize Court. 
London, Feb. 20.—-The British 


government announced yesterday 
that it had decided that the cargo 
of the American steamer Wilhel- 
m'ma should be held for the deci- 
sion of the prize court.

1776. 


The time is now near at hand which must probably deter- 


mine whether Americans are to be freemen or slaves; whether 
they are to have any property they can call their own; whether 
their houses and farms are to be pillaged and destroyed, and 
themselves consigned to a state of wretchedness from which no 
human effort will deliver them. 


The fate of unborn millions will now depend, under God, 


on the courage and conduct of this army. Our cruel and unre- 
lenting enemy leaves us only the choice of a brave resistance, or 
the most abject submission. We have, therefore, to resolve to 
conquer or to die. 


Our own, our country's honor, calls upon us for a vigorous 


and manly exertion; and if we now shamefully fail, we shall be- 
come infamous to the whole world. Let us, then, rely on the 
goodness of our cause, and the aid of the supreme being, in 
whose hands victory is, to animate and encourage us to great 
and noble actions. 


The eyes of all our countrymen are now upon us; and we 


shall have their blessings and praises, if happily we are the in- 
struments of saving them from the tyranny mediated against 
them. Let us, therefore, animate and encourage each other, 
and show'the whole world that a freeman, contending- for lib- 
erty on his own ground, is superior to any slavish, mercenary on 
earth. 


Liberty, property, life and honor are all at stake. Upon 


your courage and conduct rest the hopes of our bleeding and in- 
tuited country. Our wives, children and parents expect safety 
from us only; and they have every reason to believe that heaven 
will crown with success so just a cause. 


The enemy will endeavor to intimidate by show and ap- 


pearanpe; but rememBer they have been repulsed on various oc- 
casions by a few brave Americans. Their cause is bad—their 
men are conscious of it; and, 'if opposed with 
ness, the victory is most assuredly ours.

WILL WE LEARN? 


"When the present war is over and its weary waste oi' life and 


properly shall have been viewed in all their "hastliness by the uorld, 
will the world have learned that peace is not maintained by arms? 
Will it have learned that neither armed men nor armed nations ar" 
longer to be tolerated if. civilization is to endure? 


Has the tiuth not yet dawned on us that it i.-; not the lack of 


armies and fleets, BUT THEIR PRESENCE, that provokes jealousy 
and stirs up strife among the nations? Have we yet to learn, that 
forts breed enemies without and within and that the only way to 
secure lasting pnflen is for nations to disarm, the same as wo compel 
individuals to disarm ? 


A kind deed is cheaper than a navy and, believe it or not, it goes 


vastly further as a national defense. When the United States frus- 
trated the schemes of the European powers, at the time of the Boxer 
•uprising, for the ultimate dismemberment of. China 'she did more to 
wake herself secure from Chinese aggression than .she possibly could 
by the erection of a hundred forts or battleships. 


To all who doubt this we would recommend a reading of the 


words of Alfred Neriuex, Burgomaster 
of Louvain. When' the 


brutal assault on that ancient center of art and learning was made 
and this country expressed its sympathy in substantial gifts of food 
and money, Mr. Nerinex declared in behalf oi' his people: 


We cannot buy food, even if we have the money, when 


the doors are closed to imports. Feed us now, 
and we will 


pay you back in industry when the war is over. We are pay- 
ing back now in gratitude for the lives America has saved, 
gratitude which will endure as prooi that human affection is 
stronger than any treaty alliance. The most powerful army in 
the world cannot Teutonize Belgium, butr America, armed with 
bread, is Americanizing Belgium, 
A deed of this kind is applied Chriatianity. 
It is a lytter de- 


fense than the strongest fort ever built. Swords may rust, rifles and 
cannon may go to the junk pile, but the effect of a kindly deed goes 
on. forever. China has not forgotten. Belgium will not forget. The 
favors we have shown them will bear fruit in all the years to come. 


Every shipload of food and clothing- we "have sent to stricken 


Europe will do more to build up trade than all the fleets at our com- 
mand. There is nothing more practical, if you wish to measure every 
deed by the yardstick of commercialism, than an unselfish act. There 
is no better investment than an act of mercy. There is no better 
national defense than simple justice and an application of the teach- 
ings of Jesus Christ. 


And when this awful Avar is over if we were to 
stop 
forging 


armor plate and invest an equal amount of money in more food and 
clothes for the stricken nations abroad we will have built up a na- 
tional defense stronger than was ever constructed out of steel and 
mortar and brick and stone. The price of a battleship, sent to each 
warring nation at the dawn of peace, not as a craven tribute, but as 
fraternal aid, will furnish more enduring protection than did the 
Great Wall of China. 


Nor is this all idle talk. TJIE IDLEST TALK IN THE WORLD 


IS TO INSIST LONGER THAT ^LEETS AND ARMIES PROMOTE 
PEACE. Are not tho very nations best provided with great armies 
and navies the very ones now at war? We profess to think a great 
deal of the teachings of Jesus Christ, and he told us plainly that 
"THEY THAT TAKE UP THE SWORD SHALL PERISH BY THE 
SWORD." And the truth of that declaration 
has

BRITISH ISLES ISOLATED. 


German Submarine* Tie Up 
Traffic 


to Europsan Continent. 


London, Feb. 2t.—England is -solat- 


ed from the continent of Europe as 
tar as British shipping is concerned. 
No English ships have left cast roast 
r-orts since 6 o'clock Friday evening, 
and it is probable that traffic \v511 be 
i'eld up indefinitely, awaiting informa- 
tion from the admiralty that there is 
no 'further danger from Gorman, sub- 
marines.

"While the admiralty has announced 


that the Norwegian tank steamer Bel- 
ridge, which was crippled off Hover, 
vas torpedoed there is an inclination 
among- naval experts to await an offi- 
cial examination of the vessel before 
accepting this statement. Thev be- 
lieve that a torpedo striking the Bel- 
ridge wou'd have sunk instead oi crip- 
pling her. and generally accept the 
first reports that she hit a mine. 


None of the crew of the Bcuidgc
